Lewis as a "respected, popu- 
lar pillar of the community'* 
who has invested hours of 
effort m local youth pro- 



grams. 

According to police. Lewis 
has lived in :he area for nine 
years and been involved m 
scouting for eight. Although 
other adults were involved 
wuh program. Lewis is gener- 
ally credited with making the 
program a successful one. 

H:s first troop was soon- 
sored by the Homer Churcn of 
iesus Christ of Latter-day 
Saints. 

"He was our scoutmaster." 
said cnurch member Jerry An- 
derson. "He broke off and 



formed his own troop after a 
while because he wanted to 
do a lot of things on Sunday. 

'*'.Ve hated to see him go 
because the guy was good at 
working with kids. He was 
super good. Xids :oved him." 

Anderson described Lewis 
as a "middle-aged man. never 
married, who spends all of his 
time with boys." 

Li the late '70s. the Homer 
Chamber of Commerce honor- 
ed Lewis for his commitment
